Questioning Develops Into En- 
durance Contest Between De- 
fendant and Prosecutor. 


YOUTH HOLDS HIS 


Goes Over Story Minutely With- 
out Important Variance From 
Direct Testimony. 


WAUKEGAN, Til, June 29.—Will 


H, Orpet, on the witness stand for the 
fourth day and under cross-exami- 
nation for the third day in his trial 


for the murder of Marion Lambert, 
continued to hold his own today in 
the, endurance test between himself 
and David R. Joslyn, special prose- 
cutor. Joslyn again used all the 
tricks at his command in an effort 
to break down the story told by the 
defendant on direct examination, but 
with little success. For the most part 
the special prosecutor’s manner was 
that of a benevolent pedagogue, al- 
though at times he would burst out 
with a rapid bombardment of ques- 
tions designed to draw damaging ad- 
missions from Orpet while confused 
The youth often had recourse to the 
excuse that he could not remember, 
and at other times repeated his pre- 
vious statements on the stand. 

A typical bit of cross-examination 
took place concerning Orpet’s return to 
Madison at 6 p. m. Feb. 9, after leaving 
Marion dead in the woods . 

“You went to a movie with Otto Peter- 
aT: Ure. 

‘What time?’ ‘TIT don’t know.” 

‘What time did you leave the show?’ 
“T dont know.”’ 

“What time did you go to bed?’ 
don’t know.”’ 

“Sleep soundly?” “I don’t know.” 

“Did you get up early to get the news- 
papers to see if Marion had lived or 
Giea?’” “Ne.” 

“Why weren't you anxious to learn 
whether she lived or died?”

Purpose of Questions.

“T said that I was at her body 
probably less than three minutes,’ 
countered the witness. “She lay on 
the ground and she looked dead.” 

“Did you, as a matter of fact, know

“T thought I did. The 
corroborated this.” 

The witness was harried at length 
along this line. Attorney Wilkerson 
attempted to relieve the strain on 
the witness by suggesting a recess, 
but Judge Donnelly told Joslyn to 
proceed. 

Horrowed Dark Overcoat. 

Orpet said he borrowed ifn Madison 
the dark overcoat he wore to Lake For- 
est the day Marion died. He expected 
to attend the junior prom Feb. li, and 
thought his own light overcoat would 
look incongruous with a dress suit. 

“Didn't you think you would not be 
so easily recognized in a borrowed coat 
as In your own?”’ 

“T don’t think it ever occurred to me,”’ 
answered Orpet. 

Joslyn, with the manner of a ben- 
evolent pedagogue, continued his ef- 
forts to trap the witness into admis- 
sions which would support the charge 
that the youth murdered Marion Lam- 
bert. He called Orpet “Sir” and ac- 
cused himself of stupidity when Orpet 
did not comprehend a question or he 
himself misinterpreted an answer.

“Senn °29.—Viscount Read- 
ing, Lord Chief Justice of England, 
with the black cloth by tradition 
called a cap spread over his head and 
his two associates in scarlet gowns, 
likewise tlack capped, pronounced the 
sentence of death for high treason on 
the Irishman, Sir Roger Casement, 
shortly before 5 o'clock this after- 
noon, half an hour after the foreman 
of the jury, in a shaking voice, gave 
the verdict of guilty.

After Sir Roger had been sentenced. 
Daniel J. Bailey, the private soldier 
who had been held as his accomplice, 
was placed in the dock. The Chief 
Justice directed the jury to return a 
verdict of not guilty and Bailey was 
discharged. 

The Attorney-General announced Bai- 
ley had affirmed he joined the Irish 
Brigade with the object of returning to 
his country and rejoining the army. 
Under the circumstances no evidence 
would be produced against him. 

Sullivan Still Til. 

Serjeant Sullivan, the Irish barrister 
upon whom has rested the chief bur- 
den of the defense of Sir Roger, was 
unable to appear in court today and 
finish his argument in behalf of the 
prisoner. Serjeant Sullivan collapsed 
under the strain of excitement and 
emotion while delivering an impas- 
sioned speech last night. 

Artemus Jones, assistant counsel, 
nounced when court convened, that 
Sullivan had been forbidden by ‘is 
doctors to continue the arguments. 

Jones then addressed the court. 

Jones admitted that at the first 
thought it seemed an outrage for Sir 
Roger to go to Germany, but he in- 
sisted that the defendant had attempt- 
ed merely to organize an Irish brigade 
for use against the Ulster volunteérs 
recruited by Sir Edward Carson. 

Jones was proceeding to argue that 
this did not constitute treason when 
the Chief Justice interposed. He ex- 
plained he would direct the jury that 
the law was ‘“‘that giving ald and com- 
fort to the King's enemies meant as- 
sisting the King’s enemies in the war 
with this country and that any act 
that strengthened or tended to 
strengthen the enemy in the conduct 
of this war against us would be giving 
aid and comfort to the King’s enemies 
and that any act which weakened or 
tended to weaken the power of this 
eountry to resist the attacks of the 
enemy was aiding and comforting the 
King’s enemies.”

EL PASO, Tex., June 2.—Twenty- 
three negro troopers of the Tenth Cav- 
alry and Lemuel Spillsbury, Mormon 
interpreter, captured by the Mexicans 
at Carrizal and subsequently confined 
the Chihuahua penitentiary, were 
brought to the border at noon today to! 
be turned over to the American military 
authorities. 

Spillsbury is the interpreter who, in 
a statement to Gen. Trevino, said the 
Americans were responsible for the Car- 
rizal clash. He has lived on a ranch 
near Casas Grandes and became inter- 
preter for Gen. Pershing when the 
troops entered Mexico. He has satid 
that he had tried for some time to‘get 
away from the work because of his fear 
that the Americans would eause war, 
but Gen. Pershing would not rélease 
him.

When he sent the message last night, 
Mr. Rodgers expected to be handed a 
reply to the American note at any mo- 
ment. 

Ignacio Calderon, Minister of Bolfvia, 
and Rafael Zelvidar, Minister of Sal- 
vador, called at the State Department 
today to renew their efforts to learn 
whether the United States would enter- 
tain an offer of mediation in the Mex!i- 
can difficulty. Mr. Calderon talked with 
Secretary Lansing about five minutes. 
Afterward he said he had been told 
that the United States could not dis- 
cuss mediation in the absence of in- 
formation that the American prisoners 
actually had been released and as to 
Carranza’s reply to the demand for a 
statement of intentions toward the ex- 
pedition in Mexico. 

The Minister reminded Mr. Lansing of 
the interest of all the American re- 
publics in preservation of peace and 
said he would call again when Carran- 
za’s reply to the note of the United 
States had been received. 

Says Carranza Ia Friendly. 

In announcing he had been advised by 
his Foreign Office of the order for tne 
release of the prisoners, Arredondo said 
his information wae that Gen. Carranza 
had taken the step ““because he did not 
desire to aggravate the relations be- 
tween the two countries.” 

He issued the following statement, un- 
derstood to be based largely on the lian- 
guage of his dispatch from Mexico City: 

“T have been confident from the first 
that the American soldiers would be re- 
leased. From the time of their capture 
until arrangements were made to free 
them there was at no time any other 
intention on the part of the de facto 
Government or ita military officers.

In his trip from Madison to Lake 
Forest, Orpet stopped between trains 
at Milwaukee. Joslyn asserted that 
Orpet, upon arrival at Milwaukee, 
could have taken another train to Chi- 
cago within 10 minutes. Orpet was 
unable to answer just how long he 
was in Milwaukee. 


“Did the thought of what you were 
going to do at Lake Forest bring such 
a fog on your brain that you can re- 
member nothing of your trip from 
Madison to Lake Forest?” asked the 
lawyer. 

James Wilkerson, chief of counsel 
for the defense, objected to the “ar- 
gumentative”’ form of this and other 
similar questions, but Ju@ge Don- 
nelly overruled him.

Orpet Escaped Two Traps 
Him Yesterday.

This 
agent reached the spot through direc- 
tions from Orpet, and a diagram drawn 
by him after his arrest.

WALL TELLS OF 
DIVERTING FUNDS 
OF DRUG CONCERN 


Testifies He Used $361,482.13 
in Firms in Which He Was 


Partner. 

Charles W. Wall, treasurer and a di- 
rector in the Meyer Bros. Drug Co. from 
1890 until Ngv. 19, 1915, this morning in 
his bankruptcy hearing before Referee 
in Bankruptcy Coles, testified that dur- 
ing teh time he was treasurer he divert- 
ed the*sum of $361,482.13 from the treas- 
ury of the drug company to the treas- 
uries of five lease-holding and real es- 


himself and Theodore Meyer. 

When the drug company went into the 
handst of a receiver, Wall testified that 
the lease-holdings, the property owned, 
and the stock held by the five companies 
were turned over to the company. They 
had a value of $108,110, according to the 
certified accountants’ report, leaving a 
total loss of $253,372.41. 

In using the funds of the drug 
companies in their private enter- 
prises, Wall testified that none of 
the other stockholders were consult- 
ed. The money would be issued by 
checks drawn either by the assistant 
treasurer or the cashier of the com- 
pany and would be charged on the 
books to the various enterprises in 
which the money was used. 


The five companies were: The Wat- 
sonia Realty Co., the Sussex Realty 
Co.> the Holland Realty and Power 
Co., the Stratford Realty and Hotel 
Co., and the Hanover Realty Co. Of 
the five companies, only two owned 
assets of value to turn over to the 
receivers of the drug company. They 
were the Hanover Realty Co., assets 


valued at $84,384.30, and the Sussex 
Realty Co., valued at $23,726. 


Wall said that they had drawn on 
the funds of the drug company, when- 
ever it had become necessary to do 
so to carry to completion any enter- 
prise which they had started. He said 
they had taken money to forestall 
suits which they wought would en- 
danger their holdings.

Fighting in West Growing Violent, 
Berlin Announces. 

BERLIN, via London, June 2.—The 
fighting on the western front attained 
proportions of considerable violence at 
various points yesterday and last night 
the War Office announced today, but 
attacks of the British and French were 
repulsed everywhere. 

The statement says: ‘‘The same con- 
ditions prevail along the British front 
and the north wing of the French front 
as have existed during the last few days. 
Attacks by enemy patrols and strong 
infantry detachments, as well as gas 
attacks, have become more numerous. 

“Everywhere the enemy wes repulsed. 
Waves of gas have given no results. Ar- 
tillery fighting attained great intensity 
at certain points. 

“On our front north of the Aisne and 
in the Champagne between Auberive and 
the Argonne, the French kept up a live- 
ly fire. Here also weak attacks were 
easily repulsed.”’ 


Germans Repulsed in an Attack at 
Thiaumont. 

PARIS, June 29.—After a violent bom- 
berdment which lasted the entire day 
the Germans attacked the French posi- 
tig¢ns northwest of Thiaumont in the 
Verdun sector, but were repulsed with 
heavy losses, according to an official 
statement issued by the War Office to- 
day. 

The French machine gun and curtain 
fire is declared to have devasted the 
attackers. 

The statement gays: 


"In the Champagne district, in the vi- 
cinity of Tahure and at a point to the 
west of Butte de Mesnil a successful 
surprise attack made it possible for us 
to clean up certain trenches of the ene- 
my on the first line and to penetrate at 

_ several places as far as the second line. 
Here we blew up a number ot sheltering 
works. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse there 
has been artillery fighting in the sector 
of Hill 804. 

"On the right bank of the river, after 
a violent bombardment which lasted all 
yesterday, the Germans at about 8 
o'clock in the evening, delivered a 
strong attack upon our positions to the 
northwest of the Thiaumont Work. 
Checked by our fire, the enemy was not 
able to reach our lines at any point and 
tehy sustained great losses.” 


British Guns Smashing German 
Works Along 90-Mile Front. ‘ 
LONDON, June 29.—The first special 
@ispatches from British headquarters in 
France since the present activities be- 
gan appear in the morning newspapers 
today. They emphasize the heavy shell- 
ing to which the British have subjected 
the German line on a front of 90 miles. 
- One dispatch tells of the obliteration of 
an entire village which the Germans 
had been using for billet purposes and 

adds: : 

“The object of all this artillery fire is 
simple, but terfible. It is to ‘kill the 
Germans in large numbers and save 
British man-power as much as possible. 
It is to destroy the enemy’s batteries, 
break up his defensive works, blow up 
his ammunition stores behind the line 
and bring down his observation balloons, 
‘to reach his men in and beyond their 
communication trenches in their billets 
and rest camps of the railways and 
generally to cause the destruction of his 
offensive powers over a wide area. The 
British gunfire has been successful in 
many of these objects. 

“From Neuvyille-St. Vaast to the

Ninth Massachusetts on Hand. 


Three trains carrying members of the 
Ninth Massachusetts Infantry, and 
their equipment, were in the Union Sta- 
tion yards at difefrent times between 
6 and 9 a. m.,, and aé “*four arrived 
during the day. The regiment came in 
over the Clover Leaf, and was trans- 
ferred to the Frisco for the journey to. 
El Paso, Tex. 

Maj. John J. Barry of Boston, in com- 
mand of the Second Battalion of the 
Ninth Massachusetts; prevented local 
employes of the Pullman company from 
carrying out an order to detach the 
sleeping car, occupied by himself and 
other officers, from his section of the 
train. Barry held the car by force of 
arms, stationing two of his biggest 
militiamen on the car platform, and 
ordering them to shoot, or take prison- 
er, anyone who undertook to uncouple 
the car from the rest of the train. 

Maj. Barry's train arrived in the sta- 
tion yards about 6:15, immediately after 
the first train, which carried the Am- 
bulance Corps and its equipment. Be- 
sides. the officers’ Pullman car, there 
were in Barry’s train eight day coaches, 
for the militiamen, and severel baggage 
and flat cars. 

As soon as the train got in, a rail- 

rvad employe informed Maj. Barry that 
he had orders to uncouple the Pullman 
car and remove it. The orders, he said, 
were given by the superintendent of the 
Pullman company’s local office. 
“This car will not be taken from this 
train,’’ Maj. Barry replied. ‘“‘My ticket 
shows the Government has paid for the 
car to El Paso, ana it is going to stay 
where it is. It is a shame that the 
men have to sleep in these day coaches. 
They should have tourist cars. They 
have been out since Monday night, and 
will be on the road until tomorrow night 
anyway.”’ 

A few minutes later, when Maj. Berry 
had left his car and was walking to- 
ward the station lunchroom, a soldier 
overtook him and reported that a switch 
engine crew was about to take the 
z:ullman car. 


“The hell they will!’ the Major ex- 
claimed, and he hurried back and re- 
monstrated with the engine crew, who 
replied that they had their orders 
“from headquarters.,’’ 


“If you take that car,’ Barry ex- 
claimed, ‘‘you will ride to El Paso with 
me as prisoners.’’ He summoned two 
men with guns, and placed one on each 
step, and the switch engine. presently 
moved away. 

Barry asked Frisco transportation 
officials if his command could stop 
some place to bathe. By arrangement 
the train was put on a siding at Je-

The Ambulance Corps, occupying the 
first train, was in charge of Capt. Frank 
Keenan, and consisted of four officers 
and 78 men. They had a sleeping car, 
seven coaches and tree flat cars. Two 
pack mules were a part of their port- 
able possessions. 

The Second battalion of the Ninth 
Massachusetts came in about the time 
that Barry’s command departed. It com- 
prised 318 men and 15 officers, with Maj. 
Frank Donovan in charge. The com- 
panies were F, from Lawrence, Mass., 
G, from Worcester; K, from Clinton; M, 
from Lowell, and cupply and machine 
gun companies. 

Get Bibles, No Cigarettes. 

When two trains, bearing the men of 
the Fourteenth Regiment, New York 
National Guard, of Brooklyn, stopped in 
the Union Station yards shortly before 
noon today, the Rev. Harris H. Gregg, 
pastor of'the Washington and Compton 
Presbyterian Church, went along the car 
windows, distributing pocket copies of 
the New Testament. He gave away 40 
Testaments, which was all that he and 
an assistant could carry. 

The men thanked him for the Testa- 
| miamte, but a number of them told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that they felt the 
need of cigarettes more than the need 
of Bibles. ‘‘People at other places have 
given us Bibles,’’ they said, ‘but no one 
has even given us a chance to buy ciga- 
rettes. 

‘“‘We stop in railroad yards, and are 
not permitted to go out of sight of our 
trains, so we have no chance to get a 
smoke. If St. Louis people want to do 
something for the soldiers who come 
through here after us, they might send 
some cigarettes where the men can get 
them. They needn't be a gift—the men 
can afford to pay for them—but they do 
want them.”’ 

Another need which appeared was for 
some means of mailing letters and post- 
cards. More than §® pieces of mail were 
given to the reporter. Post cards, with 
pictyres of Union Station and of Ozark 
Mountain scenery, were given to the 
soldiers by Fred Mester, station passen- 
ger agent of the Frisco. 

The commands which passed through 
the St. Louis railroad yards since day- 
light are: Ninth Massachusetts, trans- 
ferred from the Clover Leaf*to the 
Frisco, four trains; Seventh New York

A letter from the President advocat- 
ing a fuller, wiser and more amiable 
co-operation between the national Gov- 
ernment and the business interests of 
the country was a feature of the ad- 
dress today of Edward N. Hurley. 
chairman of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. Hurley’s address was prob- 
ably the most significant yet delivered 
at the convention, since it carried con- 
siderable criticism of Government metn- 
ods from the chairman of a Govern- 
ment board, with a status similar to 
that of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. It was designed to show that 
the national Government has developed 
an unnecessary and dangerous antag- 
onism to business. The blame, the 
speaker said, was about equal on both 
parties. Business has invited much o2f 
the drastic and restrictive legislation 
waged against it, he said: the Govern- 
ment has called in lawyers for business, 
when it should have summoned the 
doctors instead. 

The other important speaker at to- 
day’s session, which is to be the last 
formal meeting of the convention, was 
Louis Wiley, business manager of the 
New York Times. 


Wiley became for the moment the 
spokesman for great American daily 
newspapers. Both Hurley and Wiley 
analyzed at considerable extent the im- 
mense potency of newspaper advertiz- 
ing as a force in extending the com- 
mercial system of the nation and in 
making life easier generally. Other 
speakers at today’s session were Ed- 
mond B. Osborne of Newark, Homer .. 
Buckley of Chicago, H. D. Robbins of 
New York. 

A new (definition of the advertising 
agent was adopted at an executive meet- 
ing of the Affiliated Advertising Agents 
of America and Canada, held here last 
night in conjunction with the conven- 
tion. Details of the plan, which is said 
to contemplate a new basis for recog- 
nition of advertising agents and the 
raising of the profession to a higher de- 
gree of efficiency, are being kept secret 
until the plan has been submitted to a 
combined meeting of publishers and 
agents to be held in New York or Chi- 
cago within a few weeks.

Some Stoically Conceal Chagrin, but Tears Come 


to Eyes of Others— Physical Test W hich

CAMP NO. 10, NEVADA, June 2.— 
Many of the little dramas of camp lfe 
are taking place in the hospital tents 
where the militiamen are examined 
physically, subsequent to being mustered 
in. A staff of 15 army physicians, under 
the command of Maj. Shockley, sound 
and tap and examine minutely each 
guardsman in an effort to find any de- 
fect that would unfit him for service. 
Those disqualified take the news in dif- 
ferent ways—some stoically, others less 
able to dissemble their feelings, with 
tears in their eyes. Few appear glad to 
learn they are to be discharged. 

About 500 men daily undergo the physi- 


cal examination. The time required for 
each man is from 10 to 15 minutes. 


The men, stripped, enter the first »f 
the six divisions through which the, 
proceed before completion of the ex- 
amination. Here they are weighed and 
their height taken. They must weizh 
not more than 190 nor less than 1 
pounds, and their height must ranxe 
between 6 feet 1 inch and 5 feet 4 inches. 
Chest expansion, heart and lungs are 
tested. 

In the next division their bones and 
joints are examined. They are made ro 
Stretch their arms and legs, bend their 
knees, wrist and elbows and show mus- 
cle control conclusively. Their feet are 
“hammer” toes. 

Next comes examination teeth, 
throat, nose, ears and eyes.: Fina!ly 
typhoid prophylaxis is administered. the 
guardsman passes before Maj. Shockley 
and the examination is finished. 


Intrenching Tools Issued. 


In the recent issue of equipment the 
regiment received an adequate supply 
of intrenching tools—short, sturdy steel 
shovels and small, strong picks. This 
equipment is carried in the ammunition 
belt. Three shovels and three picks are 
issued to each squad.

TAUSCHER SAYS 
HE GOT DYNAMITE 
FOR VON DER GOLIZ 


NEW YORK, June 29.—Capt. Hans 
Tauscher, former German army officer, 
on trial in the Federal Court, charged 
with complicity in the alleged plot to 
blow up the Welland Canal in Septem- 
ber, 1914, took the witness stand today 
in his own defense. 

Tauscher said he reached New York 
from Berlin, Aug. 1914, and on the 
following day reported to Capt. Franz 
von Papen, recalled German military 
attache. 

“We had a long talk,” ~ testified 
Tauscher. ‘‘Von Papen said I would be 
valuable as an ordnance expert, to in- 
vestigate the hundreds of inventions be- 
ing offered and to keep track of the al- 
lies’ munitions purchases. I asked him 
if he would ask me to do anything 
against the laws of the United States 
and he said, ‘Of course not.’ ’’ 

Tauscher then told how Von Papen 
went to Tauscher’s office one day and 
said: “I know a man from Mexico by 
the name of Bridgeman Taylor (Von der 
Goltz) who wants some dynamite for 
mining purposes in Mexico.”’ 

‘The next day,” the witness con- 
tinued, “in came a man I never saw 
and said: ‘1 want to speak to you 
alone.’ He told me that he was from 
Von Papen and wanted some dyna- 
mite.”’ 

Tauscher then told 
for purchase and delivery 
dynamite,

Mr. Hughes turned to the waiting 
newspaper men, inviting them to his 
campaign headquarters on the secon: 
floor of the hotel and dictated a state- 
ment in which he said the Colonel and 
he were in complete = § accord. lt 
read: 

‘I was very much pleased with © 41. 
Roosevelt's letter of indorsement, and 
he has expressed himself in a very 
kindly way with respect to my telegram 
to the Progressive Committee. 

“I wanted to talk with Col. Roose- 
velt fully with respect to issues of tue 
campaign and asked him to dine with 
me, so that we might have that oppor- 
tunity. He dined with me tonight und 
we hdd a very delightful interview. 

“‘We talked very freely over all mat+ 
ters and aie in complete accord. The 
evening has been a very pleasant one.’’ 

While Mr. Hughes was furnishing this 
comment on the meeting with Col. 
Roosevelt, the latter, who had picked 
up some of the newspapermen in his 
car and whizzed them to the Hotel 
Langdon to stop there for a few min- 
utes and answer questions, indicated 
how the dinner and chat with Mr. 
Iiughes had impressed him. 

Colonel Tells of Meeting. 

The Colonel at the outset admonished 
against a single word being placed in 
quotations. But he was perfectly willing 
to have his views placed before the 
public in direct discourse. 

First of all, he wanted it distinctly 
understood that he was very greatly 
pleased with his talk with Mr. Hughes. 
He aws in most hearty accord, too, with 
the views expressed by Mr. Hughes on 
the great questions at issue in the cam- 
paign. Particularly was this applicable 
to Mr. Hughes‘ opinions as to matters 
affecting national honor. 

The Colonel admitted that Mr. Hughes 
had expressed a desire to have the 
Colonel's assistance in the campaign 
and Col. Roosevelt had promptly re- 
plied that Mr. Hughes most certainly 
would have his assistance—that he 
would support the Republican nominee 


with the utmost heartiness. 

It was agreed that Col. 
would make three or four speeches in 
support of Mr, Hughes in the fall. And 
the Colonel intimated very strongly that 
in asking the voters to elect Mr. Hughes 
he would not go about in a pussyfoot 
Way or use weasel words. 

That was all the Colonel had to say 
about the dinner and the chat with 
the man who received the nomination 
that he so much craved. He inquired as 
to the latest news from the Mexican 
front, but did not express an opinion 
about the announcement by Gen. Tre- 
vino that he would return the America 
troopers whom he had made prisoners. 


Taft to Support Hughes. 

Former President Taft said yesterday 
at Riverhead, L. I., there was littie 
likelihood that the Republican Cam- 
paign Committee would arrange to ha'c 
him and Col. Roosevelt speak from the 
same platform in support of Mr, 
Hughes. 

“Campaigns are not run that way,’ 
said. 

He gracefully sidestepped when askei 
if he would refuse to appear on the same 
platform with the Colonel, but he did 
say he would not let any personal fe!- 
ing interfere with thc plans of the 
Hughes man.ger. He said he is an en- 
thusiastic Hughes supporter, and be- 
lieves he will be elected. 

Prof. Taft's attitude did not indicate 
that he had decided to bury the hatchet 
in his feud with Col. Roosevelt. When 
a newspaper clipping stating that the 
feud has ended was shown to him, Prof. 
Taft commented upon itt as a bit :f 
sarcasm. 

He said that if tle United States has 
to intervene in Mexico, the administra- 
tion at Washington “will be to biame 
for the mess."

would not be a candidate for re-election 
tu the Illinois Legislature next fall. He 
was elected State Representative on the 
Republican ticket two, years ago, being 
one of the three State Representatievs 
from St. Clair County. 

LePage, for nearly 12 years, had served 
as treasurer of the Outlying School Dis- 
trict, without pay. Last April, when 
August Eggman was appointed to suc- 
ceed him, LePage made known to his 
bondsmen that he had used $37,000 of the 
school funds in buying real estate for 
himself. He exhibited a schedule of the 
property he owned and placed a valua- 
tion of $106,000 on it. 

One warrant charges LePage with 
withholding public funds, a second war- 
rant with converting to his own use the 
entire sum of his alleged discrepancy, 
$42,019.40, and. the other warrants, one 
for each school district in the town- 
ship, charge embezzlement as follows: 

District 133, $764.15; District 134, $699.18; 
District 181, $2485.58; District 182, $3936.95; 
District 183, $450; District 184, $324.80; Dis- 
trict 185, $14,766.73; District 186, $607.32; 
District 187, $8748.33. 

Le Page was taken to Belleville, 
where he appeared before J istice 
Louis Wangelin. He waived prelim- 
inary hearing, was bound over to the 
grand jury and “furnished $22,000 
bond, signed by his father-in-law, 
Frank C. Bux of Belleville, and by 
Albert P. Boneau of French Village. 

Although Le Page on April 156 con- 
fessed the discrepancies to his bonds- 
men, State’s Attorney Webb was 10 
weeks deciding whether to institute 
criminal proceedings. This step was 
taken after many futile efforts had 
been made to compel restitution by 
Le Page’s bondsmen. Seven suits to 
recover the money are now on file 
at Belleville, in which the defend- 
ants are the men who were Le Page's 
tondsmen during his years as school 
treasurer. 

Le Page offered to place his real 
estate in trust for the benefit of the 
school fund. Efforts were made by 
his bondsmen to reach an agreement 
by which enough money could be bor- 
rowed upon Le Page’s property to re- 
pay the school districts. These ef- 
forts failed, it was said, because of 
liens then against the property. 

Le Page, after his arrest, said that 
all he could do was to repeat hi8 as- 
sertion, made last April, that he is 
ready and willing to settle.

Several Said to Have Laughed When 
Saloon Keeper Said He Would 
“Fix” Chief, 

Remarks about Chief of Police Young, 
alleged to have been made in the pres- 
ence of two Sergeants and several pa- 
trolmen, by John (Skinny) Golden, sa- 
loonkeeper at Manchester avenue and 
King’s highway, whose feud with Mrs. 
Oscar Evans, manager of a restaurant 
next door to his saloon, has caused sev- 
eral ‘‘gun plays’’ and arrests, are the 
subject of written reports being made 
by the policemen involved for the con- 
sideration of the Bureau of Efficiency. 
Golden was a witness last Friday at 
the Police Board hearing of charges 
against Sergt. Thomas O'Meara, a

When Chief Young’s attention was 
called to Golden's conduct he ordered 
the saloon keeper’s arrest. 

Golden was fined $500 in police court 
Tuesday and Excise Commissioner 
Rumsey ordered him to close his sa- 
loons on Manchester avenue and at 
Thirteenth and Market streets.

It will be recalled that by this 
treaty the United States gained from

vided; and, during which the stipula- 
tions are to be as sacredly observed as 
the most acknowledged obligations un- 
der the law of nature or nations.’’ 


Mexico is also a signatory to the prin- 
cipal Hague Conventions by which she 
would also be bound in the event of war 
In spite of these conventional obliga- 
tions, however, it is doubtful that a 
very full compliance could be expected 
from Mexico as a belligerent in an in- 
ternational war, in view of the demon 
strated absence of discipline among her 


1 spacy among her, people. 


Although violations of the laws of civi- 
lized warfare invite a corresponding 
loosening of the binding force of those 
laws upon the opposing belligerent, The 
Hague Conventions also specially pro- 
vide that there shall accrue to the in- 
jured party ultimately a right of com- 
pensation which might be included in a 
war indemnity.

The situation which precipitated 
that war was not unlike that of the 
ipresent in that forces of the two coun- 
tries clashed on the border, stimu- 
lating war fever to a high degree 
in both countries. It was following 
these clashes at Palo Alto and at 
Resaca de la Palma May 8 and 9, 
1846, that President Polk sent his 
message to Congress referring to the 
capture of American scouts and the 
spilling of American blood, and de- 
claring that a state of war existed 
“notwithstanding all our efforts to 
avoid it.” 


In the treaty of peace there is onej| 


article, No. 22, which looks to a pos- 
sible future conflict and declares: 

“If (which is not to be expected, 
and which God forbid) war should 
unhappily break out between the two 
republics, they do now, with a view to 
such calamity, solemnly pledge them- 
selves to each other and to the world 
to observe the following rules; also- 
lutely where the nature of the sub- 
ject permits, and as closely as pos- 
sible in all cases where such absolute 
observance shall be impossible: 

1. The merchants of either republic 
then residing in the other shall be al- 
lowed to remain, 12 months for those 
dwelling in the interior), and six months 
(for those dwelling at the seaports), to 
collect their debts and settle their af- 
fairs: during which periods they shail 
enjoy the same protection, and be on the 
same footing, in all respects, as the citi- 
zens or subjects of the most friendly n-- 
tions: and, at the expiration thereof, or 
time before, they shall have fu:l 
liberty to depart, carrying off all their 
effects without molestation or hin- 
drance, conforming therein to the same 
laws which the citizens or subjects of 
the most friendly nations are required 
to conform to. lU pon the entrance of the 
armies of either nation into the territ»- 
ries of the other, women and children,

| ecclesiastics, scholars of every faculty, 


cultivators of the earth, merccnants, arti- 
sans, manufacturers and fishermen, un- 
armed and inhabiting unfortified towns 
villages, or places, and in general ail 
persons whose occupations are for the 
common subsistence and benefit -of man- 
kind, shall be allowed to continue their 
respective employments, unmolested in 
their persons. Nor shall their houses or 
goods be burnt or otherwise destroyed, 
nor their cattle taken, nor their fields 
wasted, by the armed force into whose 
power, by the events of war, they mav 
happen to fall; but if the necessity arise 
to take anything from them for the use 
of such armed force, the same shall be 
paid for at an equitable price. All 
churches, hospitals, schools, colleges, li- 
braries and other establishments for 
charitable and beneficent purposes sha’'] 
be respected, and all persons connected 
with the same protected in the discharge 
of their duties, and the pursuit of their 
vocations. 

‘2, In order that the fate of prisoners 
of war may be alleviated, all such 
practices as those of sending them into 


distant, inclement or othr unwholesome. 


districts be studiously avoided. They 
shall not be confined in dungeons, prison- 
ships or prisons, nor be put in irons or 
bound or otherwise restrained in the use 
of their limbs. The officers shall enjoy 
liberty on their paroles within conven- 
ient districts and have comfortable quar- 
ters, and the common soldier shall be 
disposed in cantonments, open and ex- 
tensive enough for air and exercise and 
lodged in barracks as roomy and good 
as are provided by the party in whose 
power they are for its own troops. But 
if any officer shall break his parole by 
leaving the district so assigned to him, 
Or any other prisoner shall escape from 
the limits of his cantonment, after they 
Shall have been designated to him, such 
individual, officer or other prisoner shall 
forfeit so much of the benefit of this 
article as provides for his liberty on 
parole or in cantonment. And if any 
officer so breaking his parole or any 
common soldier so escaping from the 
limits assigned him, shall afterward be 
found in arms previously to his being 
regularly exchanged, the person so of- 
fending shall be dealt with according to 
the established laws of war. The officers 
shall be daily furnished, by the party 
in whose power they are, with as many 
rations, and of the same articles as 
are allowed, either in kind or by com- 
mutation, to officers of equal rank in 
its own army: and all others shall be 
daily furnished with such ration as is 
allowed to a common soldier in its own 
service; the value of all which supplies 
shall, at the close of the war, or at 
periods to be agreed upon between the 
respective commanders, be paid by the 
other party, on a mutual adjustment of 
accounts for the subsistence of prison- 
ers; and such accounts shall not be 
mingled with or set off against any 
others, nor the balance due on them be 
withheld as a compensation or reprisal 
for any cause whatever, real or pre- 
tended. Each party shall be allowed to 
keep a commissary of prisoners, appoint- 
ed by itself, with every cantonment of 
prisoners, in possession of the other; 
which commissary shall see the prison- 
ers as often as he pleases; shall be al- 
lowed to receive, exempt from all duties 
or taxes and to distribute whatever com- 
forts may be sent to them by their 
friends; and shall be free to transmit 
his report in open letters to the party 
by whom he is employed. 

“And it is declared that neither the 
pretense that war dissolve ail treaties, 
nor any other whatever, shall be con- 
sidered as annulling or suspending the 
solemn covenant contained in this ar- 
ticle.

i other day the cable dispatches announced the almost simultaneous 


interest in this country that the dra- 
matic death of Kitchener covered s0 
much of the first page that the passing 
of Yuan Shi Kai by ‘“‘stomach trouble’ 
could claim but a scant half dozen lines. 
Yet the death of the former will affect 
the trend of European events little, if 
at all, whereas that of Yuan changes 
the whole course of Oriental affairs and 
marks the end of one of the most dis- 
graceful chapters in the history of Eu- 

ropean diplomacy. 


In the late '90s the current phrase 
in political discussions was tha 
“Break-up of China," an eventuality 
that seemed inevitable, and that th» 
Powers were by no means averse to 
assisting. Their only concern was les. 
someone shoul@ get a larger piece 
than another. It was during this pe- 
riod that Germany acquired Kiao- 
Chau, Russian South Manchuria, En- 
gland Wei-Hai-Wei, and France an 
extension of the Tong-King “Sphere 
ef Influence.” The European Powers 
together agreed upon only one thing 
—-that Japan should be frozen out, 
and this attitude with its concomi- 
tant diplomacy was the chief factor 
in bringing on the Russo-Japanese 
war of 1904, 


It has not been advertised to the 
world, but the occupation of Chinese 
territory has proved to be anything 
ibut a profitable undertaking. The in- 
dividual Chinese inhabitants have 
suffered little or not at all. Indeed, 
the Chinese laborer has profited ex- 
ceedingly by the millions which the 
foreign powers expended during the 
first decade of the new century. 


One result was, however, inevi- 
table. The rudiments of national self- 
| conselouaneas that various forces 
had brought into being, received a 
powerful stimulus of growth. To 
have the foreign devils seize and oc- 
cupy portiens of the sacred father- 
land, even if this occupation was 
mostly an expensive and empty glory 
for the foreign power, struck the 
| Patriotic Chinese precisely as it 
'would us; ang they revolted—not 
against the foreigner, for they had 
learned their lesson in the Boxer 
outbreak, but against the impotent 
and corrupt Manchu dynasty in Pe- 
kin, whose weakness had made pos- 
sible such @ state of affairs. 

People Determined to Act. 

The Manchu rulers seemed willing 
Lto trade off to the foreigners § a}! 
sorts of concessions, provided they 
feathered their“@wn nests, and the 
more intelligent of the people real- 
ized that they were being delivered 
over, bound hand and foot, unless 
they acted. 


The first demand was for some sort 
of a constitutional assembly and to 
this the court reluctantly consented. 
In October, 1910, the first National 
Assembly convened under the pres!- 
Gency of Prince Pu-lun, whom St. 
Louisans will remember te have vis- 
ited the World's Fair six years be- 
fore. But just at this time Japan saw 
fit to consummate the annexation of 
Korea, which stimulated popular ex- 
citement, and the demand grew to 
make the assemblies, originally pure- 
ly advisory in function, real parlia- 
ments. Fighting began and the pres-

death of two men who have been commanding figures in the world 
for many years. It was characteristic of the distribution of publi¢

& good deal of the foreigners’ favor by 
preserving a sort of neutrality during 
the famous Boxer outbreak in 1900. 
He steod, however, for the Manchu 
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| dynasty and it was opposition to this 


dynasty that was the motive of the 
revolution. When the victorious rebels 
came to dictate terms of peace, the ab- 
dication of the dynasty was therefore a 
foregone conclusion. The great majori- 
ty were for a republic and 17 of the 
provinces voted for Sun Yat Sen to be 
the first president. But Sun was a prac- 
tical idealist. He knew the ascendency 
that Yuan held in the eyes of the for- 
eigners and knew, too, that whatever 
chances the new republic might have 
would certainly be killed if the united 
opposition of the foreigners should be 
aroused. The latter (excepting the 
United States) would not recognize any 
government that did not have Yuan Shi 
Kai at its head. Therefore Sun re- 
signed in favor of Yuan and the latter 
became the first president. 

Yuan, the tyrannical and unscrupulous 
man of power and dictator, as the lead- 
er of a democracy, had certain ele- 
ments of humor to the disinterested ob- 
server. 

Since the foreigners had been the hid- 
den agent in putting the dictator Yuan 
in the saddle, they were not slow in 


protested in vain. 


claiming their compensation and the 
negotiations fof the transfer of the 
pound of felsh proceeded rapidly. 

Great Loaw Projected. 

A great loan of $126,000,000 was project- 
ed, of which $15,000,000 was to be sub- 
tracted first as commission. As China 
had no credit, the last resource—the salt 
tax—was hypothecated by Yuan. This 
was all contrary to law: and the Con- 
stitution, which forbade any national 
loans without the consent of Pariia- 
ment, but the newly-formed Assembly 
Backed by the for- 
eign bankers the Dictator-President 
overrode all 6pposition and finally dis- 
solved Parliament altogether. 

The loan was forced through and Yuan 
collected his first installment. With this 


he paid off his mercenaries, and with | 


their loyalty confirmed, he set about 
paying off old scores. Sun Yat Sen fled 
to Japan with a price upon his head, 
Nanking, being found to harbor rebels, 
he sent a certain bloodthirsty General 
against it and the great city was sacked 
with attendant outrages that make the 
deeds of Aerschott, Malines and Lou- 
vain seem amateurish. It is interest-

These 
men had no place in the established or. 
der of things in China. They hai to 
make their place by overturning that 
crder. 

A very different type of man had 
grewn into prominence during the last 
two decades. Yuan Shi Kal was the son 
of a rich Viceroy, ambitious and a bora 
soldier.

For in 1898, 
after he had ingratiated himself with 
the so-called ‘‘reform party” and, with 
the connivance of the young Empefor, 
had made himself leader of the conspir- 
acy to sequester the old Empress-Dow- 
ager and execute her favorite nephew, 
he “double-crogsed” tis accomplices and 
betrayed the whole plot to the Empress. 
The latter at once beheaded all the 
Emperor's advisors who could not es- 
sape and locked up the young monarch 
for safe keeping. Not tong afterwards 
he passed away, from presumably the 
same sort of stomach trouble ‘that 
fatal to Yuan.

$2500 MORE NEEDED TO BUY 
AN AEROPLANE FOR MILITIA 


97600 Has Been Subscribed to Fund 
Being Raised to Assist Mis- 
souri Guards. 

The success or failure of the move- 
ment to purchase an aeroplane for the 
purpose of training aviators for the na- 
tional guard of Missouri, and providing 
maintenance, equipment and instruction, 
depends on the subscriptions obtained in 
the next few days. The sum thus far 
subscribed is $7500, and $2500 more is 

being sought. 

Subscriptions to this fund are being 

eolicitor by H. W. Johnson, secretary or 
the Misouri State Aeronautical Society, 
who has his weadquarters at the office 
af Albert Bond Lambert, president of 
the sdciety, at 2101 Locust. street, 
Checks are made payable to Lambert. 
* The society plans to buy a machine with 
which an aviation corps of eight men, 
for each of the four Missouri regiments, 
now at Nevada, can be trained. The 
headquarters of this-instruction would 
be at Nevada. While this aeroplane may 
later be used in actual military work, 
its primary service is to be in training 
men to run the machine which the 
Government will later furnish them. 
Similar funds have been raised in 
states, and the total amount of contri- 
butions to the national aeroplane fund, 
which has ite headquarters in New 
York, has éxceeded $600,000. A similar 
plan of public subscription, for the 
training of aviators, was used in France 
and Germany in 1911, when the Govern- 
ments of those countries seemed back- 
ward in this branch of preparedness, 
and more than 1000 aviators for the use 
of each country were thus trained.

Medi- 
terranean Dec. 5, 1915. <A protest sent 
soon afterward on preliminary réports 
from the tanker’s Captain and crew 
brought the Austrian communication to 
which 6 new American note replies. 


xt of Rejoinder. 
The text "30 the rejoinder, which is in 


the form of a memorandum from Sec- 
retary Lansing to Ambassador Penfield 
at Vienna, follows: 

“Evidence obtained from the captain 
and members of the crew of the steamer 
Petrolite and from examination made 
of the vessel under direction of the Nayy 
Department convinces this Government 
that the Austro-Hungarian Government 
has obtained an incorrect report of the 
attack on the steamer. With particu- 
lar reference to the explanation made 
by the Foreign Office the following tn- 
formation, briefly stated, has been ob- 
tained from sworn st..tements of the 
captain and members of crew. 

“No shot was fired across the bow of 
the steamer as a signal to stop. When 
the first shot was fired the captain was 
under the impression that an explosion 
had taken place in the engine room. Not 
until the second shot was fired did the 
captain and crew sight the submarine, 
which was astern of the steamer, and 
therefore they positively assert that 
neither the first nor the second shot was 
fired across the bow of the vessel. 

“The steamer did not swing around in 
a course directed toward the submarine, 
as alleged in the report,obtained by the 
Austro-Hungarian Government, but the 
captain at once stopped the engines and 
swung the vessel broadside to the sub- 
marine and at right angles to the course 
of the vessel, in order to show its neu- 
tral markings, which was manifestly the 
reasonable and proper course to follow, 
and it ceased to make any headway, On 
the steamer was painted its name in let- 
ters approximately six feet long and the 
name of the hailing port, and, as has 
previously been made known to Austro- 
Hungarian Government, the steamer 
carried two largé flags some distance 
above the water line which, it is posi- 
tively stated by the officers and crew, 
were flying before the first shot was 
fired and were not hoisted after the first 
shot, as stated by the submarine com- 
mander. 

Never Headed Toward Submarine. 

“The submarine commander admits 
that the steamer topped her engines. 
{he captain of the Petrolite denies that 
the vessel was ever headed toward the 
submarine, and the examination of the 
steamer made by ~-an American naval 
constructor corroborates this statement, 
because, as he states, the shell which 
took effect on the vessel, striking the 
deck house which surrounds the smoke- 
stack, Was fired from a point 45 de- 
grees on the starbiard bow. This was 
one of the last shots fired and indicates 
that the ship was not headed toward 
the submarine ever up to the time the 
submarine ceased firing. 

“The captain states that the submar- 
ine appeared to be maneuvering so as 
to. direct her shots from ahead of the 
stcamer. The submarine fired approxi- 
mately 12 shots. The majority of the 
shots were fired after the ship had 
stopped and had swung broadside and 
while, as even the commander of sub- 
marine admits, the steamer was flying 
the American flag. The captain of the 
steamer denies that he advised the 
commander of the submarine that the 
damage to the steamer was insigni- 
ficant. He states that he advised him 
that the steamer had been damaged, 
but he had not then had an opportunity 
to ascertain the extent of the damages.

“I am a 
married man, with a family of one, earn $15 per 
week and I am very lucky that I do not lose any 
time. My grocery bill for us three is about $1 
per day. Here is the way I figure it out:

1.50 per week 

-45 per week 
$13.55 per week

Gitions in a great many of the young married 
men’s homes... Now my plan: 

Give the wife a grocery book, allow so much 
per week per person dependent and keep the other 
expenses paid up until the man of the house comes 
home. I have worked faithfully for six years to 
make the little home we have. If I should be 
called away this would be wiped out at once unless 
thefe was some quick action by some persons to 
save it. One cannot save much on $15 per week. 
I stood at the armory as the boys marched away 
with a tery bitter feeling against I do not know 
whom, because I could not go along. I am a 
strong, able-bodied man and. an excellent shot 
with a rifle, also very anxious to serve my coun- 
try. But—when I think of the little girl at home 
and the wife I wonder how they would live. But 
ia spite of hell—if our President calls for volun- 
teers, I for one will be glad to answer. How 
many thousands are there in the same circum- 
stances that I am in? 

What is needed is some real action on this mat- 
ter quick. The question seems to me to be this:

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NO HALF-WAY MEASURES. 

Orders by Gen. Carranza for the liberation of 
the American soldiers held as prisoners by him 
will hardly close the Carrizal incident. He has 
made war upon the United States and there 
should be no quibbles, executive or legislative, 
as to the nature of the proceeding. 

The unwarranted attack upon the Tenth Cay- 
alry squadron, the long refusal to release the 
captive troopers and the insolence and defiance 
of diplomatic communications suggesting an ex- 
change of prisoners—our soldiers to be traded 
for red-handed bandits—are consistent with 
nothing but well calculated hostility and an un- 
willingness to co-operate with the United States 
for the preservation of order. 

It is this hostility that has made it necessary 
to mass the greater part of our armed forces on 
the Mexican border. Any conclusion of this 
demonstration falling short of a complete aban- 
donment of Gen, Carranza’s present pose will 
amount to an invitation to him to engage in 
much greater treachery and mischief hereafter. 

War is an ugly word, but it is not so ugly as 
war itself. If we embrace war we must not 
hesitate to accept all the responsibilities, and it 
would be folly not to make use of its advan- 
tages. There should never be another Vera Cruz 
or another Carrizal, the one representing a duty 


of the threats of an avowed enemy. 

Renouncing every thought of annexation for 
ourselves or of plunder by favored interests, we 
have a right to demand of the Mexican people 
not only peace, but a guaranteed peace. Failure 
on the part of the de facto Government to meet 
this issue in good faith amounts to continuing 
warfare, for which the United States is in no 
mood. War a little at a time is intolerable. The 
time to settle with Gen. Carranza is now.
